2 deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  occurred  (2  males,  both  legitimate 
children)  as  follows 

Male  aged  6 days  Intercranial  Haemorrhage,  Inhalation  Pneumonia. 

Male  aged  1 week.  Virus  Pneumonia. 

Only  3 other  deaths  occurred  in  the  nonage  (Male,  7 years,  Non-Pulmonary 
Tuberculosis,  Male,  10  years,  Cancer,  Female,  years,  Measles)  - no  deaths 
occurred  in  the  20' s and  only  one  in  the  30’ s. 


At  the  other  extreme  of  life,  it  will  be  noted  from  the  table  on  page  4 
that  104  of  the  136  deaths  in  the  District  occurred  at  age  65  years  or  over, 
of  which  67  occurred  at  75  years  or  over.  This  represents  76 /.  of  the  total 
deaths  occurring  at  age  65  or  over,  and  49/  at  age  75  years  or  over.

0 The  Registrar  General  was  unable  to  provide  an  Area  Comparability  Factor  due 
to  the  magnitude  of  local  population  movements  and  the  uneven  incidence  of 
civilian  war  deaths  throughout  the  Country. 


The  Birth  Rate  in  Cosford  during  1950  fell  below  that  of  England  and 
Wales. 

The  Crude  Death  Rate  in  Cosford  has  been  higher  than  the  Death  Rate  for 
England  and  Wales  in  each  of  the  15  years  upon  which  I have  reported  - the 
Cosford  Corrected  Death  Rate  has  always  been  lower.  This  is  indicative  of 
an  aged  population  living  in  a healthy  area. 

That  the  population  will  continue  to  age  appears  certain  - modern 
medicine,  modern  drugs  and  modern  diagnostic  apparatus,  together  with 
improved  housing  and  sanitation,  a livelier  interest  in  life  which  comes 
from  education,  a healthier  start,  a more  mature  age  at  which  to  commence 
work,  the  aid  of  modern  machinery  and  a pensioned  retirement,  will  ensure 
this. 

The  time  for  youth  and  middle  age  to  plan  and  construct  the 
satisfactory  conditions  for  their  old  age  is  now. 

The  special  attention  of  the  Council  is  called  to  the  Infant 
Mortality  Rates  recorded  in  Cosford  since  1936.  In  eight  of  the  fifteen 
years  referred  to  the  Cosford  figures  have  been  better  than  the  present 
year’s  record  low  figure  for  the  Country. 

Before  comparing  Cosford' s figures  with  those  of  England  and  Wales  it 
is  well  to  remember  the  previous  improvements  in  the  England  and  Wales 
Rates  as  illustrated  by  the  following  years :-

The  great  improvement  in  this  Rate  has  been  effected  by  ante-natal, 
natal  and  post-natal  care,  by  Education,  by  a Midwifery  and  Health  Visiting 
Service,  by  the  provision  of  suitable  infant  foods  and  vitamins,  by 
improved  housing  and  sanitary  conditions  and  more  recently  by  the 
discoveries  of  effective  anti-infection  drugs  - the  discovery  by  Professor 
Sir  Alexandra  Fleming  of  Penicillin  holding  a foremost  place. 

The  above  figures  serve  to  emphasise  how  excellent  have  been  the 
Cosford  figures  - the  average  rate  (1936  to  1950)  being  28  compared  with 
the  average  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  the  same  years  of  47.  There  is 
much  praise  due  to  the  mothers  of  (Cosford  and  those  who  have  advised  them, 
as  also  to  the  grandmothers  who  reared  them,  for  without  healthy  wise 
mothers  improvement  in  child  health  does  not  occur. 
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The  following  table  gives  the  causes  and  the  number  of  deaths  occurring 
at  the  various  age  groups.  The  totals  correspond  with  the  Registrar 

General’s  figures* 

The  deaths  were  previously  classified  under  the  Headings  given  in  the 
New  Abridged  List  of  Causes,  as  used  in  England  and  Wales  and  Northern 
Ireland  as  set  out  on  Page  XXXIX  of  the  Manual  of  the  International  List  of 
Causes  of  Deaths  - 1938*  In  this  Annual  Report,  however,  the  practice  is 
changed  to  conform  with  implementation  of  the  World  Health  Organisation 
Nomenclature  Regulations,  1948  - these  Regulations  being  set  out  on 
pages  371  - 376  of  the  International  Statistical  Classification  of  Diseases, 
Injuries  & Causes  of  Death,  1948.

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SECTION  B. 

GENERAL  PROVI SI 0F0  IT h!aL TH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA . 

(a)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES.  An  excellent  bacteriological  service  is 
provided,  by  the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  S.ervice. 

Prom  some  parts  of  the  District  it  is  more  convenient  to 
send  to  the  Laboratory  at  Cambridge*  under  the  directorship  of  Dr.  R.  M. 
Pry*  and  from  other  parts  to  send  to  the  Laboratory  at  Ipswich*  under  the 
directorship  of  Dr.  P.  Martin. 

(b)  AMBULANCE  PACILITIES.  These  services  are  supplied  by  the  West 
Suffolk  County  Council  through  the  agency  of  the  British  Red  Cross 
Society. 

(c)  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME.  The  West  Suffolk  County  Council  supply 
these  services. 

(d)  CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES.  None  are  the  responsibility  of 
the  Local  District  Council. 

(e)  HOSPITALS.  The  hospitals  used  by  the  Cosford  residents  are 
indicated  by  the  following  information  with  regard  to  live  births  and 
deaths • 

Of  the  145  total  live  births  to  Cosford  Residents*  only  67  occurred 
at  their  own  homes. 

87  of  the  136  deaths  of  Cosford  Residents  in  1950  occurred  at  their 
own  homes.  Of  the  remaining  49 9 4 were  at  friends5  homes  outside  the 
District*  and  the  remaining  45  occurred  in  hospitals  as  follows: -

SECTION C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OP  THE  AREA . 

1.  (i)  WATER.  Comprehensive  Schemes.  In  April  1950  the  lining  of  the 
first  borewell  and  the  sinking  and  lining  of  the  second  borewell  at 
Semer  were  completed.  The  boreholes  are  lined  with  plain  steel  tubes  to 
a depth  of  143  feet  and  the  linings  continued  in  slotted  steel  tubes  to 
the  bottoms  of  the  bores  which  are  400  feet  deep. 

Test  pumping  of  the  duplicate  bore  was  carried  on  continuously  for 
11  days  and  the  pumping  rate  was  slowly  increased  to  a maximum  of  about 
40,000  gallons  per  hour.  At  the  start  of  the  test  the  water  level  was 
one  foot  below  ground  level  and  at  the  maximum  rate  of  pumping  the  water 
level  in  the  bore  being  pumped  was  218  feet  below  ground  level  and  105 
feet  in  the  first  borehole. 

During  the  pumping  tests  three  sets  of  samples  were  taken  and  sub- 
mitted for  full  bacteriological  and  chemical  analysis. 

Dr.  Gordon  Miles  of  the  Counties  Public  Health  Laboratories  reported: - 

"This  sample  shows  only  faint  opalescence*  carries  only  a trace  of 
matter  in  suspension  and  the  turbidity*  though  appreciable*  is  not  marked . 
This  turbidity  is  not  considered  likely  to  be  a feature  of  the  permanent 
supply  from  the  source.  The  Y/ater  is  neutral  in  reaction  but  it  has  a 
very  appreciable  content  of  free  carbon  dioxide.  It  is  very  hard  in 
character  though  not  excessively  so  and  it  has  a high  but  not  excessive 
content  of  mineral  constituents  in  solution.  It  is  free  from  metals 
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"apart  from  a minute  trace  of  iron,  is  of  the  highest  standard  of 
organic  quality  and  of  very  satisfactory  bacterial  purity.  The 
slightly  greater  number  of  bacteria  recorded  compared  with  sample 
Ref *E/Rv 7/10  collected  on  the  30th  May,  1950,  is  not  sonsidered 
significant. 

Apart  from  the  objection  that  it  is  not  quite  clear  and  bright  in 
appearance  and  that  it  tends  to  be  very  hard,  the  water  is  considered 
pure  and  wholesome  in  character  and  suitable  for  public  supply  purposes 
from  the  aspect  of  corrosive  activity,  the  water  would  benefit  from  a 
reduction  in  the  content  of  free  carbon  dioxide  particularly  since  the 
amount  of  mineral  constituents  tends  to  be  high." 

This  report  was  discussed  with  Dr.  S.  G-ruenburgh,  Public  Analyst, 
Cambridge,  who  made  the  following  observations : - 

"Free  carbon  dioxide  is  high,  but  if  lower  the  iron  in  suspension  would 
be  precipitated  - the  carbon  dioxide  is,  therefore,  if  anything 
beneficial. 

The  total  hardness  of  the  water  is  high,  from  a drinking  point  of 
view  no  harm  results  from  this  - it  is,  however,  wasteful  of  soap  and 
furrs  kettles  and  domestic  utensils,  from  an  inuus trial  point  ox  view 
the  water  would  be  better  softened  as  scaling  of  boilers  and  plant 
would  occur  - this  appertains  to  domestic  hot  water  systems. 

The  trace  of  iron  has  been  the  cause  of  much  adverse  comment  in 
similar  supplies  in  the  County  - standing  allowing  the  carbon  o.ioxide 
to  escape,  the  water  to  become  oxygenated  and  the  iron  to  be 
precipitated  and  form  a rusty  flocculation  and  deposit. 

Whilst  this  water  is  quite  safe  as  a drinking  water,  the  Council 
may  expect  adverse  comments  upon  it  unless  softening  and  precipitation 
and  removal  of  the  iron  is  undertaken." 

The  hope  expressed  in  my  last  Annual  Report  that  main  laying  would 
be  commenced  in  the  latter  months  of  1950,  owing  to  various  delays,  did 
not  materialise.  Deliveries  of  water  pipes,  valves  and  fittings  began 
in  January  1951s  and  at  the  time  of  writing  sufficient  materials  have 
been  delivered  for  main  laying  to  commence.  The  Council  are  now 
awaiting  the  invitation  of  tenders  by  the  Consulting  Engineers.  It  is 
now  hoped  that  construction  of  the  main  from  the  Bradfield  St.  G-eorge 
v/ater  tower  in  the  Thingoe  Rural  District  to  the  Cosford  Rural  District 
boundary  and  thence  to  serve  the  parishes  of  Cockfield  and  Thorpe 
Morieux  and  to  link  up  with  the  Lavenham  mains  will  begin  towards  the 
end  of  1951*  This  will  allow  the  Lavenham  Works  to  become  redundant 
and  remove  the  present  anxiety  of  maintaining  a supply  in  the  principal 
parish  of  the  Rural  District.  The  Consulting  engineers  now  forecast 
the  completion  of  the  scheme  by  December  1953. 

Existing  Schemes  of  Water  Supply.  The  existing  installations,  large 
and  small,  continue  to  supply  a considerable  proportion  of  the 
population  with  a plentiful  supply  of  wholesome  water,  but  anxiety  is 
felt  as  to  whether  these  existing  installations  will  last  until  their 
redundancy  on  completion  of  the  comprehensive  scheme.  The  steel 
v/ater  towers  at  Boxford  and  Lavenham  have  sprung  many  leaks  in  the  base 
of  the  tanks  owing  to  the  very  aggresive  nature  of  the  water. 

During  1950  a waterproof  layer  of  concrete  was  laid  on  the  floors  of 
these  tanks  with, so  far , satisfactory  results.  During  1950  a new 
booster  pump  was  provided  at  the  hedging  works,  and  considerable 
repairs  carried  out  to  the  pumps  at  Boxford  and  Lavenham.  The  supply 
of  water  was  maintained  at  all  times  whilst  these  repairs  were  being 
carried  out. 

During  the  year  extensions  from  the  Council’s  mains  or  from  boreweli 
sunk  on  housing  sites  as  shov/n (page  8), were  carried  out  and  additional 
houses  were  afforded  a wholesome  supply  of  water  where  previously 
unwholesome  water  or  water  carried  from  a long  distance  had  had  to  be 
used.

In  the  existing  piped  supplies,  the  presence  in  the  water  of  iron 
causes  a rusty  precipitate  to  appear,  which  although  not  bacter iologically 
adverse,  greatly  diminishes  the  palatability  and  attractiveness  of  the 
supply  and  causes  endless  complaints  from  housewives,  especially  on 
washing  day. 

None  of  the  supplies  have  any  plumbo  solvent  action  but  they  have 
a violently  corrosive  action  on  galvanised  tubes.

As  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  in  the  District  is  3? 450?  the  945 
houses  with  water  into  the  house  represents  27  % of  the  houses  in  the 
District  (the  small  number  of  houses  having  their  own  private  piped 
supplies  being  disregarded)  and  the  628  with  water  laid  to  within  200  feet 
of  the  house  represents  18  f of  all  the  houses  in  the  Cosford  Area. 

During  the  year  64  water  samples  were  taken  from  public  supplies  of 
which  51  were  satisfactory.  When  an  adverse  report  was  obtained 
immediate  action  was  taken,  e.g.  flushing  out  of  mains,  emptying, 
refilling  and  sterilising  water  tank  etc.  until  a repeat  satisfactory 
sample  was  obtained. 

Other  Sources  of  Supply.  In  addition  to  the  above  public  piped 
supplies  there  are  borewells  fitted  with  hand  pumps  maintained  by  the 
Council  in  the  parishes  of  Kersey,  Kettlebaston,  Lay ham,  Milden  and 
Preston.  In  Aldham  a mechanical  pump  is  used  to  raise  water  from  the 
borewell  to  a tank  at  ground  level. 

The  West  Suffolk  County  Council  supply  a few  houses  in  Cockfield 
and  in  the  parishes  of  Edwardstone,  Layham,  Milden  ana  Thorpe  Morieux,  a 
small  number  of  persons  are  supplied  from  privately  owned  sources. 

16  samples  were  taken  from  these  sources  of  which  12  wer© 
satisfactory.

Supplies  other  than  Mains.  Residents  of  the  Cosford  Area  who  are  not 
served  by  the  schemes  already  mentioned  get  their  water  from  a variety 
of  sources,  ranging  from  privately  owned  borewells  to  privately  and 
publicly  owned  dug  wells,  springs,  streams,  ponds  and  even  roadside 
ditches. 

38  water  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  from  these  sources  of 
supply.  8 satisfactory,  30  unsatisfactory.  In  the  case  of  the 
unsatisfactory  samples  advice  on  improvements  and  sterilisation  of  the 
well  in  question  was  given  to  the  owners. 

Water  Carting.  There  has  been  some  reduction  in  water  carting  as  a 
result  of  small  extensions  of  the  Council’s  mains  but  carting  has  had  to 
be  carried  out  in  the  more  remote  parts  of  Preston,  Wattisham  Stone  and 
Kersey. 

(ii)  DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

(a)  Major  Schemes  - Lavenham.  The  Council’s  portion  of  the  Lavenham 
Sewerage  Scheme  was  completed  during  1950?  free  curtilage  connections  to 
encourage  the  early  provision  of  house  drainage  by  the  owners  being 
provided  by  the  Council.  The  Council  is  also  giving  financial 
assistance  to  owners  to  assist  in  closet  conversions,  A large  number  of 
connections  have  already  been  made  to  the  new  sewers  and  the  most 
unpleasant  nuisance  that  used  to  occur  where  the  old  sewers  emptied  into 
the  ditch  at  the  Common  has  been  eradicated  and  much  pollution  of  the 
River  Brett  avoided. 

Bildeston  and  Boxford.  In  November  1950  the  Council  accepted  tenders 
for  the  carrying  out  of  schemes  for  sewering  these  parishes.  At  the 
time  of  writing  the  contractors  at  Bildeston,  Messrs.  Slater  Brothers 
of  Glemsford,  are  carrying  out  the  work  in  a most  expeditious  manner  and 
are  many  months  ahead  of  schedule.  At  Boxford  progress  is  rather 
slower  as  the  outfall  sewer  through  the  meadows  adjacent  to  the  River 
Box  is  having  to  be  laid  in  very  unstable  waterlogged  ground  which  is 
causing  a great  deal  of  extra  work  in  trench  timbering. 

The  Council  has  extended  the  offer  of  a grant  towards  the  cost  of 
closet  conversions  and  is  also  giving  a free  curtilage  connection  in 
these  parishes  to  encourage  the  early  connection  of  house  drains  by  the 
property  owners,  as  also  business  premises. 

In  the  County  of  West  Suffolk  Development  Plan  prepared  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Town  & Country  Planning  Act,  1947?  the  following 
provisions  for  sewerage  in  the  Cosford  area  are  outlined. 

Parishes  where  it  is  proposed  to  provide  sewerage: 

In  the  first  five  years 

Kersey  and  Monies  Eleigh  (Mr.  Hine  and  his  staff  are  designing 
these  two  schemes  and  hope  to  place  the  Kersey  Scheme  before 
the  Council  during  1951) • 

In  five  to  tv/enty  years  • 

Brcttenham,  Brent  Eleigh,'  Chelsworth,  Pol stead  and  Laynam. 

(b)  Housing  Sites.  During  the  year  1950  the  Council  built  their  new 
houses  on  sites  where  they  had  already  arranged  sewerage  schemes  ,with 
the  exception  of  Bildeston  and  Layham.  At  Bildeston  the  housing  site 
sewers  were  connected,  as  a temporary  measure,  to  a septic  tank  which 
will  become  redundant  when  the  village  sewerage  scheme  is  completed  in 
1951.  At  Layham  sewers  were  laid  to  a septic  tank. 

2.  RIVERS  ,Jm~D  STREAMS.  Installation  of  the  Lavenham  sewage  disposal 
works  and  the  inception  of  the  Bildeston  and  Boxford  schemes  will  lessen 
the  pollution  of  the  Rivers  Brett  and  Box. 

3.  (i)  CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION.  There  is  a sewerage  scheme  in  the  parish  of 
Lavenham,  where  closet  conversions  are  now  taking  place,  but  in  the 
district  as  a whole  almost  all  the  working  class  houses  have  pail  closets 
though  there  is  a small  number  of  vault  closets,  mainly  in  the  parish  of 
Boxford. 
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A twice  weekly  collection  of  nightsoil  takes  place  in  the  parishes  of 
Lavenham,  Kersey,  Bildeston  and  Boxford.  This  is  carried,  out  by  direct 
labour  with  a new  Dennis  Cesspool  Emptier,  which  was  put  into  service 
on  1st  April,  1950.  Assistance  is  also  rendered  to  the  Urban  District 
of  Kadleigh,  a once  weekly  collection  of  pails  being  carried,  out  in  part 
of  that  district. 


The  cesspool  emptier  is  also  much  used  to  keep  the  small  housing 
sewage  disposal  works  and  Council  house  cesspools  in  good  order  in 
addition  to  emptying  private  cesspools  within  the  district. 

Now  that  closet  conversions  are  taking  place  at  a good  rate  in 
Lavenham,  the  Bildeston  and  Boxford  schemes  have  been  started,  it  may  in 
the  future,  be  possible  to  extend  the  collection  of  nightsoil  to  other 
villages  not  now  enjoying  this  service. 

To  encourage  the  faery  earliest  conversion  of  earth  closets  to  water 
closets  in  the  parishes  of  Lavenham,  Bildeston  and  Boxford,  where 
sewage  schemes  have  been  or  are  being  constructed,  the  Council  has 
adopted  a scheme,  subject  to  approval  for  loan  sanction  being  forth- 
coming, whereby  owners  of  properties  may  be  paid  a grant  of  half  the 
cost  up  to  a maximum  of  £15  if  they  agree  to  convert  their  earth  closets 
to  water  closets  within  two  years. 


Most  owners  appear  to  be  taking  advantage  of  this  scheme  - Mr,  Hine 
and  his  Assistant  are  very  busily  engaged  on  advising  owners  on  schemes 
for  closet  conversions  and  quite  a number  have  already  been  carried  out. 

(ii)  PUBLIC  CLEANSING.  During  1950  the  weekly  collection  of  refuse 
was  continued  in  Lavenham,  Bildeston  and  Boxford,  fortnightly  collections 
were  instituted  in  the  parishes  of  Elmsett,  Aldham,  Monks  Sleigh,  Brent 
Sleigh,  Hit cham,  Brettenham  and  Layham  and  -the  monthly  collection 
in  the  remainder  of  the  district  was  maintained. 

This  improvement  was  made  possible  by  the  Council  taking  delivery  of 
a speedier  and  larger  Shelvoke  A Drewry  12  cubic  yard  refuse  collection 
vehicle,  a controlled  tip  being  established  in  the  central  parish  of 
Monks  Sleigh  and  Mr.  Hine  re-organising  the  collection  schedule. 


The  amount  of  refuse  continues  to  grow  and  already  an  appreciable 
area  of  the  new  controlled  tip  has  been  filled. 

Canvas  bags  are  carried  on  the  rear  of  the  vehicle  for  the  collection 
of  waste  paper  and  all  the  old  iron  that  can  be  salvaged  at  the  tip  is 
put  into  the  national  drive  for  scrap  metal.

(iv)  SHOPS  AND  OFFICES.  36  visits  were  paid  to  these  premises* 
Improvements  were  carried  out  in  some  cases,  particularly  in  Lavehham 
where  advantage  was  taken  of  the  new  sewers  to  have  shops  having  proper 
drainage  and  water  closets.  Improvements  in  washing  facilities  and  a 
"better  standard  of  cleanliness  were  also  noted  during  the  year. 

(v)  CAMPING  SITES.  No  regular  camping  sites  exist  within  the 
District,  but  during  the  year  licences  to  occupy  caravans  were  granted  in 
ten  cases.  These  cases  were  mostly  due  to  housing  difficulties  and 
concerned  applicants  who  either  wanted  to  stand  a caravan  for  their  own 
occupation  on  their  own  land  or  house  an  agricultural  worker. 

22  visits  were  made  and  the  Council  imposed  conuitions  on  the  licences  to 
ensure  a proper  water  supply,  drainage,  refuse  disposal  and  general 
cleanliness  of  the  site.  Consultation  with  the  Town  and  Country  Planning 
Department  takes  place  "before  a licence  is  issued.  Approximately  22 
persons  occupy  these  caravans* 
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(vi)  SAOR-  i A.  ADMEN  T.  Thera  is  no  smoke  nuisance  in  the  District. 

(vii)  SOIL  IDG-  BATHS.  There  are  no  swimming  haths  in  the  District. 

(viii)  ERADICATION  OP  BDD  DUGS.  No  case  of  bed  bug  infestation  was 
either  reported  or  discovered. 

Pleven  cases  of  flea  infestations  in  non-Council  houses  were 
sprayed  by  the  Council’s  staff  using  Cooper’s  Multi-Spray. 

(ix)  RODENT  CONTROL.  The  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Rest  Act 9 1949?  came 
into  operation  on  31st  March*  1950.  This  Act  places  the  responsibility 
of  Rest  Control  on  the  Local  Authority.  To  carry  out  their  duties 
under  the  Act  the  Council  appointed  a rodent  officer  on  30th  May,  1950, 
who  commenced  a survey  of  the  District  and  also  carried  out  treatments 
where  infestations  were  discovered  or  reported,  as  shown  in  the

SECTION E. 

INSPECTION  END  SUPERVISION  OP  FOOD . 

(a.)  MILK  SUPPLY.  The  Milk  <1  Dairies  Regulations,  1949s  have  restricted 
the  surveillance  of'  the  milk  supply  by  our  Authority  to  milk  in 
distribution  from  dairies  other  than  producer  retail  dairies. 

("b)  tHAT  ..dip  OTHER  FOODS.  Central  slaughtering  has  taken  killing  outside 
our  District. 

Meat  voluntarily  surrendered  from  butchers’  premises  consisted 
of  233  lbs.  beef,  having  bone  taint. 

The  following  foodstuffs  were  also  voluntarily  surrendered  and 
destroyed: - 

4 21b.  tins  of  jam.  1 gross  eggs. 

23  tins  of  grape  fruit  juice.  12  lbs.  cheese. 

The  survey  of  sanitary  accommodation  and  washing  facilities  at 
public  houses  has  led  to  a considerable  amount  of  agreement  with  the 
brewers  as  to  the  necessity  for  improvements.  When 
conditions  permit  no  doubt  these  improvements  will  be  effected  - 
at  the  present  time  such  works  are  greatly  restricted  by  licensing. 
Improvements,  however,  were  carried  out  during  1950  at  two  public 
houses  and  included  the  provision  of  water  closet  accommodation,  hot 
water  heating  system  and  redecoration  of  all  public  rooms.

Tho  following  table  shows  the  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  among 
the  civilian  population  during  tho  year.  Those  are  the  final  numbers 
after  corrections  subsequently  made  either  by  the  Notifying  Medical 
Practitioner  or  by  the  Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Infectious  Disease 
Hospital. 


The  total  number  of  cases  was  375?  all  but  43  of  which  were  Whooping 
Cough  (116)  and  Measles  (211).  There  Was*  unfortunately*  one  death  due 
to  Measles*  a girl  aged  eighteen  months. 

Much  research  has  been  concentrated  on  finding  immunisation  materials 
which  would  do  1 or  Whooping  Cough  and  Measles*  that  which  has  been 
accomplished  for  Diphtheria  and  Smallpox.  Although  this  work  shows 
promise  there  are  not  yet  suitable  products  to  allow  of  local  authorities 
carrying  out  mass  immunisation  with  any  guarantee  that  cases  will  not 
occur.  It  does  appear*  however*  that  the  severity  of  individual  cases 
can  be  reduced  if  parents  will  accept  the  limited  and  partial  protection 
for  their  children  by  the  use  of  the  best  products  at  present  available.
